In so doing it throws out of 
work many thousands of work- 
ers in Switzerland and at one 
stroke cuts in half that coun- 
try’s export business. 

Nothing more vividly 
trates the problem of 
trade. Had it not been an elec- 
tion year President Eisenhower 
would not, of course, have 
turned his back on his long-an- 
nounced principles of world 
trade. But, failure to have done 
so would have brought to the 
door of the GOP an emotional 
and human problem of unem- 
ployment in_ two doubtful 
states. The demagogues would 
have cried that he thought more 
of workers than Amer- 
ican. The sounding board of 
Congress would have echoed to 
angry speeches from the con- 
gressmen in whose districts the 
watch companies were located. 

There was not time—nor had 
there been planning —to take 
care of the problem had the 
President adhered to his and his 
party’s announced trade prin- 
ciples as outlined in the Randall 
report. 

So, the immediate problem is

Her first reaction, of anger, 
despair and bitterness, is the 
natural one. She has turned to 
the great market of Russia and 
has begun preliminary inquiries 
as to trade possibilities. 

The watchmakers’ union said: 
“President Eisenhower has ced- 
ed to straight political pressure 
and repudiated all his declara- 
tions of principle about world 
trade. Their (the Americans) 
grandiloquent declarations about 
the virtues of free competition 
and liberalism in matters of 
trade will now be read with 
justified skepticism,’’ the feder- 
ation stated. ‘‘The raising of the 
watch tariff,’ it said, ‘‘'demon- 
strates the incapacity of the 
United States to follow the rules 
of free competition after having 
proclaimed to the four corners 
of the earth the necessity for 
lowering trade barriers.’ 


‘Sadness’ 

In an editorial in the most 
influential newspaper, The Swit- 
zerland, the chief political writer, 
one Oliver Reverdin, said: 

“Yes, you Americans, how do 
you expect us to continue to 
take your declarations seriously? 
And if, in the free world, your 
policy has gone for two years 
from setback to setback, if your 
moral credit has cata- 
strophically fallen, if the grati- 
tude and sympathy which you be- 
lieve you have the right to ex- 
pect is so often refused, it 
partly to this (your tariff policy) 
that you owe it. We say it with 
sadness.’’ 

The Swiss are a nation of 
conservative property owners, 
proud of their independence, 
their conservative politics and 
their regard for property rights. 
Communism has_ no _ foothold 
there whatever. 

More, even, than Great Brit- 
ain, they must trade to live. 
They will quite literally move 
into political and economic 
chaos unless they are a part of 
a system of world trade. 

So, there is anger, bitterness 
and despair. |

out whether I have written or done anything lately that deserves 
space in my obituary!’’ This serves to remind us, Bosley concludes, 
that obituaries while published after death are actually written 


in life. 

Even while we are living we are, 
each of us, writing an obituary. 

After our brief day is spent, men 
will bless or curse our memory 
according to the measure of our 
influence on them. What kind of 
an obituary are you writing? 

The ancient seer wrote: ‘‘And 
I heard a voice from heaven say- 
ing unto me, Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord 
from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that-they may rest from 
their labours; and their works do 
follow them” (Revelation 14:13). 

All of us live within the influence 
of our. ancestors. That which 
blesses our lives is the heritage 
offered by good men, but there are 
destructive and disruptive legacies 
which evil men have left. 

What kind of a world does your 
life tend to create? The question 
is important, for every man either 
consciously or unconsciously is 
shaping and molding the lives of 
other men and to that extent he 
is helping to fashion the world of 
his day and also the world after 
his day. «

known mothers of .the world’s best 
known men, Little did they think, 
as they day by day strove to do 
their best for those whom they 
loved, that their lessons would be 
taught to all the world by the 
sons they nurtured.

(What are the toughest 18 holes on Atlanta’s 22 golf courses? 
This is the 13th in a series that picks them out for you, for beau- 
y, for interest and for test of golf. The selections were made by 
pros and leading amateurs in the city and written for you by 
staffer Jummy Mann.) 


Accuracy is the No. 1 objective from the eighth te@ at Druid 
Hills. It's a well-protected par three hole, measuring 220 from the 
back tee and playing longer sometimes due to wind conditions. 

There are woods and an out of bounds road to the left of the 
hole running right down to the creek in front of the carpet. ‘On 
the right a sliced tee shot may leave the player in the dense 
woods or short of them and a blind shot to the green. Often this 
blind shot will leave no chance at an approach to the pin. 

Most strokes are wasted on the creek in front of the hole. 
The green sits up above the water hazard and shots even clearing 
the brink can roll back in. 

It is the habit of many to over club themselves on the hole 
purposely. That has its disadvantages because of a steep bank 
behind the green which leaves tough downhill chips or pitch shots 
into the green sloping toward the creek. 

Small bunkers guarding the carpet also make chipping a 
tough occupation. Once home the player can be faced with a two- 
putting assignment of from 40-50 feet. The green runs long from 
left to right and is shallow front to cénter.

CONCEAL IDENTITY

Climaxing a day-long legal bat- 
tle, police from 10 radio-controlled 
River Thames launches’ boarded 
the 3,219-ton Jaroslaw Dabrowski 
just before midnight last night and 
haggled with the Polish captain 
for release of Antoni Klimowicz, 
24. The police; led by two Scotland 
Yard commanders, were armed 
with a writ of thhabeas corpus is- 
sued by Britain's Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Goddard. 


TO PORT OF GYDNIA 

The ship was given 
and at 3.a.m. sailed toward the 
Polish port of Gydnia with Dr. 
Cort, who had been refused politi- 
cal asylum by Britain. The stow- 
away whom Britain fought to save 
from possible Communist reprisal 
‘was meanwhile under police pro- 
‘tection pgending a court hearing 
Tuesday. 

Cort, 26, a physiology teacher 
and self-styled former Communist, 
is wanted by the American author- 
ities to give reasons for failing to 
report for the draft. His wife, 28, 
a physician, sailed with him. 

The U.S. State Department says 
the case of Cort, bound for Com- 
munist Czechoslovakia, remains 
open and will become active again 
if he ever returns to U.S. junris- 
diction.

The 
people of our country, with unity 
and singleness of purpose, will 
resolutely fight for the liberation 
of Taiwan so that the people on 
Taiwan can return to the embrace 
of their motherland.’’
